John F. Kerry, former Navy

@ shoemaker, for the farmers of 
Wilmington made shoes. in their 
own little cobbler shops. in the 
winter time. He was also the 
Constable of Wilmington 

That was a job where the money 
could be seen coming in. It paid 
$15 a year. and lest the reader 
think that $15 was nothing. let 
him realize that. by town vote. 
the laborers on the town high 
ways were paid 15¢ an hour 

$15 a year was as much as a 
laborer earned with 100 hours 
of work. The job of being a Con: 
stable was not as hard. nor were 
the hours so long Levi Swain 
Jr. was well satisfied to be the 
Constable 

Relatively speaking Wilmington 
was sort of a ‘depressed area 
at the beginning of the Civil War 
The great days of the Wilmington 
Hop Farms was over Farmers 
wn other parts of the country had 
found out that their soil. too. 
would grow hops 

So were the Wilmington cran 
berry bogs - killed by the cran: 
berry blight. The Wilmington 
farmers had nothing more than 
a subsistance living to expect 

Subsistance Farming. That was 
the life that Levi Swain Jr.. and 
other farmers of Wilmington 
were living when the war started 

Many joined the Army, when 
the war started. Some. of course 
had a keen interest in the slavery 
question - an Underground Rail- 
‘oad Station was in the next farm 
house to that in which Levi Swain 
lived. 

But Wilmington. like most of 
the towns and cities in Massa- 
chusetts never quite fulfilled its 
juota, It was all very fine, the 
‘oung men reasoned. to march 
away to war - but General Lee 
is down there waiting for us. 

The State. or more properly 
the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts. was offering a bonus 
to those who enlisted. The var- 
jous towns were given quotas to 
fulfill. Nothing seemed to be the 
real answer. Massachusetts had 
to get more men. Something had 
to be done to encourage men to 
enlist in the Army. 

In Wilmington. as in other towns 
there were Special Town Meet- 
. to consider means of en- 
couraging enlistment in the Army 
There were enlistment bonuses 


Levi Swain Jr. as Constable ot 
Wilmington, had the duty of 
warning and notifving’ the inhab- 
itants of the coming Town Meet 
ing. That was a part of his job 

Levi had not enlisted He was 
39 vears old. He had a wife and 
three children to support. He 
had good reasons 

So it got to be summer of 1862 
Wilmington was short of its quo- 
ta - 13 men short. The Governor 
was about to issue another call 
The old original quota had not 
been fulfilled. and more men 
were being called for. New regi 
ments were to be formed 

Things began to happen 

There was a Special Town Meet- 
ing on July 2st Levi had is 
sued the call at the behest of 
the Selectmen. George Gowing 
was one of the Selectmen 

The subject of bonuses had been 
discussed before. and it would 
be discussed again - but things 
were getting out of hand 


George Gowing said, in the 
Town Meeting. that the town 
should pay $110 to every Wil: 


mington man who enlisted, up to 
@ total of 13 men. That would 
fill Wilmington‘s quota 

The town could borrow the 
money. from Benjamin Buck 
Benjamin still had a lot, left 
over from the Hops Days 

‘That wasn't enough money said 
Squire Walter Blanchard He was 
the grandson of the Sergeant 
Blanchard who had marched on 
Lexington Day. Squire Blanchard 
thought the town should give the 
volunteers $125. 

But that was too much. The 
Townspeople rejected the idea 
They voted instead for the $110 
proposed by George Gowing 

The moderator was Asa G 
Sheldon. He declared the $110 
bonus a vote 

That seemed to settle the mat 
ter. but it didn't. Before it was 
all settled there would be plenty 
more Town Meetings - in fact 
the war would be fought and won 

A couple of Town Meetings 
later on August 18th. the matter 
was discussed’ again. The Mod- 
erator this time was the Minister 
- the Rey. Samuel H. Tolman 
of the Congregational Church. 

‘Asa Sheldon offered a motion 
to pay $150 to all volunteers 
This was to include those who 


had volunteered in the past and 
were with the Army. and those 
who would volunteer now 

‘That wasn't enough. George 
Gowing had learned from Squire 
Blanchard, and he offered an 
amendment - to pay an additional 
$40 to every man who volunteered 
for three years 

This time it was voted. 

And the town voted too, to have 
a committee to encourage the 
young men to volunteer. The 
Rev. Mr. Tolman was the first 
to be named to this committee. 
Squire Blanchard was on it. So 
was Abie! Pearson, and William 
Gowing, and William L. Carter 

Levi was, as has been said. the 
Constable. He had posted the 
notices for the meetings. He had 
been a voter Now he began to 
think things over 

The town was providing for 
the families of the men who tiad 
volunteered to serve in the Army 
The town would give him $150 
to volunteer - that was the same 
as ten years pay as a Constable. 

It was better than working in 
the fields during the hot days of 
the summer, and in the cobbler 
shop all winter 

If Levi were to enlist for three 
years there would be the special 
bonus of $40. But was three 
vears worth $40° 

He wasn’t alone in his thinking 
A total of 18 men decided to en- 
list, during that week 

Eighteen men from Wilmington 
They all joined Company D of 
the 50th Massachusetts - a Nine 
Months regiment Of course 
they might get killed - but nine 
months wasn't three vears' 

The 50th Regiment was the old 
7th Regiment of Massachusetts. 
with a new number It had a few 
officers, and fewer non-com- 
missioned men. A few weeks ago 
the Colonel and other officers 
had met in South Reading (now 
Wakefield) and offered the ser- 
vice of th Regiment to Governor 
Andrew. The governor had been 
more than anxious to accept 

Eighteen men from Wilming- 
ton in Company D. Four of them 
were butchers. Four were far- 
mers. Four were shoemakers. 
It was all the same thing - just 
depending on what time it was. 
for those Wilmington farmers

Company D was sent on the 
steamer Montebello. On the way 
small pox broke out. and the en- 
tire company had to be quaran- 
tined for months. It wasn’t until 
April 2nd that they rejoined their 
regiment, near Port Hudson in 
Louisiana 

While Company D spent its time 
in Quarantine the rest of the 
regiment was at Baton Rouge. and 
then took part. on March 2, ina 
demonstration against Port Hud- 
son, a Confederate stronghold on 
the Mississippi River. The dem- 
onstration was a part of a plan 
to get Admiral Farragut up the 
river, above Port Hudson. 

Farragut succeeded in getting 
past with the Hartford and the 
Albatross. and the regiment re- 
turned to Baton Rouge. It was 
there that Company D rejoined 
the 50th 

On May 27th the 50th Massa 
chusetts took part in the assault 
against Port Hudson, and then 
it served time in the trenches. 
and as artillery support. until 
the surrender of Port Hudson 
‘on July 9th 
‘That finished the war duty ot
